Looking back over the years since FDR, we 
figure American taxpayers have been a long- 
suffering, patient lot. 
As tax has been piled on 
tax, the revenue agents of government have col­ 
lected (or extracted) the soaring levies from mil­ 
lions of conscientious citizens. In fact, the tax 
collecting system has worked amazingly well— 
mainly on account of the voluntary cooperation 
of the people. 
But signs are growing that a limit has been 
reached. 
There is more talk of a tax revolt. At 
the state level, property taxpayers are rebelling, 
and at the national level, the President’s pro­ 
posed income tax hike has brought a storm of 
protesting mail on the heads of congressmen. 
Typical of the situation at the local level is the 
action of Oregon farmers who are demanding tax 
relief and are withholding payment of property 
taxes. Another indication of the taxpayer mood is 
the defeat of over 275 bond issues over the coun­ 
try during the recent year. Department of Com­ 
merce figures show that taxes now take 28 cents 
out of each dollar of output (and we have been ad­ 
vised this tax estimate is really closer to 40 
cents out of each dollar). 
Until now taxes have been something like the 
weather. 
You could talk about them but be­ 
lieved that you couldn’t do anything about them. 
We still can’t do much about the weather, but 
taxes are a horse of another color. 
The thing to remember is that when govern­ 
ment spends excessively, we must pay, either 
in higher taxes or in inflation and a depreciated 
dollar. 
Let’s notify our public servants that we are in 
revolt against taxes.

Most economists and government officials agree 
with Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller’s recent state­ 
ment that the economy can be kept at a high level 
of growth without war because of “vast pent-up 
demands to solve the problems of urban living.” 
Rockefeller announced that he was setting up a 
study group to help New ¥erk.State prepare for 
the effects that an end to the Vietnam war would 
produce. 
This would be an excellent move for Gov. War­ 
ren E. Hearnes and the chief executives of the 
other states to make. 


NO FUNDS FOR BI-STATE 
Since lawyers in St. Louis have been busily 
engaged in disrupting outstate Missouri through 
continuous appeals on Congressional reappor­ 
tionment, we trust some lawyer in rural Mis­ 
souri will soon test the constitutionality of state 
appropriations for urban transportation systems. 
Governor Hearnes has included in the proposed 
state budget for next year, to be considered by the 
special legislative session that convenes next 
week, an item for the Bi-State Transit System, 
which operates the municipal transportation net­ 
work in the St. Louis area. 
Not only do we not agree with Governor Hearnes’ 
submission of $300,000 for the St. Louis system, 
we believe it should be stricken from the budget 
and, that falling, should be tested in the courts. 
What right does the State of Missouri have 
to subsidize a municipal bus system in any city? 
Why should the taxpayers of Southeast Missouri 
have their tax funds diverted to support a bus sys­ 
tem that loses large sums of money and is con­ 
cerned only with metropolitan transit? 
Since when does the state government in Jeffer­ 
son City dole out hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to subsidize any purely municipal function? 
The last General Assembly appropriated $150,- 
000, to combine with $300,000 in federal funds, 
to conduct a study of the financially-plagued St. 
Louis transit system. 
The state made the ap­ 
propriation when city officials claimed they 
lacked the funds to match the federal money. In 
our opinion, this was a wrong step, and we warned 
at the time it was being considered that one ap­ 
propriation from the state would soon call for oth­ 
er requests from the metropolitan areas for 
strictly municipal functions. We take absolutely 
no joy in observing that our prediction was cor­ 
rect. 
Governor Hearnes may have been motivated 
by only the best of intentions when he agreed to 
ask the 1968 special session for $200,000 in 
state money to subsidize Bi-State. 
We don’t 
agree with his reqest, and we are hopeful legis­ 
lators attending the special session will do every­ 
thing possible to keep this item from being ap­ 
proved and paid for from the state’s general 
revenue fund. 
If the item is voted by the special session, then 
we intend to urge some energetic and forceful 
outstate lawyer to contest the appropriation in 
the courts. 
This has been the metropolitan way 
of disrupting the forthcoming Congressional cam­ 
paign; we think it might be well for the cities to 
get a little taste of their own medicine.

How Much Reformation 


In Christians' Dialogue?

HEART AMBASSADOR’ 
STOPS TRAFFIC 


It is now 450 years since young Martin Luther stapled up 
his theological protest on the front door of the castle church 
in Wittenberg, Germany. Nothing happened, at least not 
right away. It was really an invitation to a debate (some 
debate)! 
Most of Luther’s 95 theses or points were in contention 
with the way Friar Tetzel was handling penitence and indul­ 
gences. Luther said he was all wrong, unbiblical and a victim 
of bad habits. Anyway, Luther claimed that he expressed the 
true mind of the papacy against the sort of intramural prac­ 
tices that Tetzel was promoting. 
You would be hard-pressed to find many Catholics today 
who would disagree with Martin Luther. Most of the ex­ 
cesses of the 16th-century church have been reformed, re­ 
fined or renovated. 
Said Luther: 
“Christians should strive to follow Christ their head 
through pains, deaths and hells.” 
This surely is the central statement for all Christians in 
dialogue, although the tension mounts when you insist that 
the Pope is the infallible guide in faith and practice. 
The big question today is always this: In what way, by what 
kind of authority would Protestants honor the papacy? Never, 
say many “separated brethren.” They remember too well the 
other days when people like Lord Macaulay would state: 
“I am In the right and you are in the wrong. When you 
are stronger you ought to tolerate me, for it is your duty 
to tolerate truth. But when I am the stronger, I shall 
persecute you, for it is my duty to persecute error.” 
Robert McAfee Brown has taken a long hard look at that 
question in his book, “The Ecumenical Revolution.” He notes 
that this was a well-exercised notion for Calvin and Luther, as 
well as confident Catholics. Brown argues that neither Prot­ 
estants nor Catholics believe this any more. The revolution 
has indeed hit the Christian community. Brown traces this 
current reformation in this manner: 
“Pope John opened new doors for Roman Catholicism. 
The council kept those doors open. It remains to be seen 
how far the church will walk through them.” 
Better yet, how far will the Protestant community go in 
its dialogue with Rome? For Protestants, McAfee Brown’s 
volume will be a good guidebook for those who want to grasp 
the real issues. 
There are those who, of course, despair of this ecumenical 
dialogue. They see the rise of a massive superchurch, pyra­ 
miding an unwieldy bureaucracy of clerical functionaries 
who are out of touch with the essence of the Christian gospel. 
Said Father Georgir Jr-Hafqer of New Jersey (very active in 
the “underground” church): 
“The Catholic Church involves 500 million people, vast

buildings and great wealth. Its major efforts must be devoted 
toward keeping itself together.

KEEP A TIGHT LID 
ON PRESSURE SYSTEM 


The next time you ask your ser­ 
vice 
station man to check your 
anti-freeze, watch how gingerly 
he handles the radiator rap. Your 
car is not boiling over, but the 
man still handles the cap as if 
steam were about to pop out ail 
over him. 
He's right. It Just might happen 
when he opens the cap. TTiis is be­ 
cause your car has a pressurized 
cooling system, employing the 
same principle as that used by 
your pressure cooker. 
Under pressure, water 
will 
reach a higher tem perature be­ 
fore it comes to a boil. 
When 
the 
pressure 
suddenly 
is re­ 
leased and returns 
to atmos­ 
pheric pressure, hot water (above 
212 
degress 
F.) 
immediately 
turns to steam. 
In your engine, as in your kitch­ 
en, pressure cooking (or cooling) 
increases efficiency. Modem en­ 
gines are designed to run best at 
tem peratures so high that water 
or anti-freeze can reach or pass 
the boiling point. In a 
typical 
pressure system today, Instead 
of boiling at 212 degrees, wa­ 
ter will reach 245 degrees be­ 
fore it bolls. 
It takes good, tight cooling sys­ 
tem parts to keep anti-freeze 
where it belongs underpressure. 
Hoses, radiator or water pump 
can and do spring leaks 
in 
a 
pressur 
system. 
Even 
more 
critical is a leaking head gasket, 
which can permit anti-greeze to 
work its way into the engine.

One day, late last month, Sgt. 
Stephen Szijarto was burled with 
military honors in a cemetery 
overlooking the Kaw river valley 
near Wamego, Kas. The sergeant 
had been killed ln 
Vietnam, 
fighting for his adopted country. 
That was in December. Stephen 
Szijarto was still a young man-26- 
at the time of his death. But he 
had been even younger, when, 
as a land of 16, he tad jfought tol 
free*iom on the streets of his 
native Budapest. 
Szijarto was one of those who 
fol­ 
lowing the bloody suppression of 
his country's rebellion 
against 
Communist tyranny 
In 1956, as 
represented 
by 
a 
puppet re­ 
gime and Its m aster, the govern­ 
ment of the Soviet Union. Like 
so many other refugees, he emi­ 
grated to the United States. Here 
he was taken in by a Kansas firm 
family. 
And there 
ensued 
a 
peaceful decade of growing up, 
during 
which,

things, he helped 
about 
the 
firm , received his 
citizenship 
papers and became engaged to a 
Wamego girl. 
Such was the background of 
Stephen Szijarto's

TTutw; s 
how it happened that 10 y ear;, 
almost 
to the month, from the 
time he was tattling the Russians 
back in Budapest 
Szijarto died

ing the uniform of the nation that 
had given him asylum. And the 
sequel was to be, 
ln its way, 
euqally significant. For a still- 
timid Hungarian government re­ 
fused to have Stephen's body bur­ 
led ln the land where his own 
mother, two sisters and a brother 
continue to live. Only when that 
humane effort filled, was this 
freedom fighter brought "home” 
to Kansas. 
The story of Sgt. Stephen Szi­ 
jarto, however, stands for much 
more than an isolated incident in 
American history. He was by no 
means the only recent Hungarian 
exile to repay a debt of gratitude 
to his new country. Indeed, yet 
another youngster welcomed by 
the same family lnl957 is pres­ 
ently on duty ln Vietnam. Nor is 
the Vietnamese struggle the first 
to find Hungarian,and other Eur­ 
opean, refugees freely discharg­ 
ing a sim ilar obligation to their 
adopted country across the Atlan­ 
tic.

ties of commerce demanded that 
bridges across the Mississippi 
be a conceded 
right, which the 
steamboat 
interests should not 
be allowed to successfully resist, 
and thereby stay the progress 
and development and civiliza­ 
tion ln the West. 
Chided about his fondness for 
humor, Lincoln replied: 
"I laugh because I must not 
cry.” 
He even dropped grim jokes, as 
te one about the dog who swal­ 
lowed a bomb whose fuse was 
lighted. 
"Rover was a good dog,” he 
said, "but I'm afraid his days of 
usefulness are over.”

Sensing The News

When 
the “ Census Clock” 
reached a count of 200 million 
in recent days, 
Americans un­ 
derstandably 
took pride in the 
growth, size and wealth of their 
nation. In population and terri­ 
tory, the United States exceeds 
the wildest dreams of any of 
Its Founding Fathers. 
But there is a danger in a 
people thinking 
about 
their 
country 
simply in 
quantita­ 
tive terms. It is marvelous, of 
course, that this once almost 
empty continent has become the 
home for so many people. No­ 
where else on earth are there 
so many material rewards and so 
many opportunities for person­ 
al development. 
Nevertheless, 
Americans 
have to be concerned about the 
qualitative aspects of the repub­ 
lic in the final third of the 20th 
century. They owe 
a duty to 
their forebears and to their de­ 
scendants to ask about the qual­ 
ity of patriotism and the strength 
of constitutional government In 
this land. The American heritage 
Jis not simply one of living space 
and material wealth. It ls a spir­ 
itual heritage -the heritage of in­ 
dividual freedom. . And to many 
thoughtful citizens there seems 
reason to be troubled about the 
state of this heritage in our 
times. 
Certainly, patriotism is alive; 
It is vividly alive in the young 
Americans who fight so bravely 
■ in Vietnam, even when the polit­ 
ical leadership at home is gross­ 
ly Inadequate in spelling out the 
reasons for the conflict. But some 
of our institutions and part of our 
way of life are in diificultythese 
days. 
The Founding Fathers created 
this republic as a bulwark against 
all forms of tyranny. In their 
time, they saw the tyrant at work 
through the agency of the British 
Crown. 
But threats to liberty 
also have their contemporary 
manifestations. 
Today, tor example, we have 
the evil of Big Government - a 
mammoth bureaucracy that in­ 
hibits 
the 
individual’s exer­ 
cise of personal freedom and eats 
his substance through oppressive 
taxation designed to reward one 
segment of the population by rob­ 
bing another. 
Hie Founding Fathers could 
not have envisioned the emer­ 
gence of Big Unionism — a vir­ 
tual state within a state that often 
operates as though it were not 
answerable to the law or to the 


Today, American freedom is re­ 
stricted by the bold maneuvers 
of Big Unionism, which - like 
some robber barons of old - at­ 
tempts to stop transportation of 
people and goods. 
Americans have not 
thought 
deeply enough about how their 
rights have been eroded in the 
last 30-odd years by the govern­ 
ment that is supposed to protect 
them. 
In the early days of this coun­ 
try, the right to work was unim­ 
paired. A man could take any job 
for which he was qualified. He 
did not have to seek the per­ 
mission of any organization or 
group. Today we find a vastly 
different situation. In less than 
half 
the states is the right to 
work guaranteed by law. In the 
’other stats, a citizen ls 
not 
wholly free to get a job. The 
union power structure in ef­ 
fect “owns” the jobs In many 
industries and lines of business. 
An employer is not free to se­ 
lect his employes; he must ad­ 
here to conditions laid down by 
the union bosses. This situation 
Is one of the biggest threats to 
freedom in America today. 
The United States also has with­ 
in its midst a small minority 
that seeks to promote a new kind 
of revolution that has nothing to 
do with the conservative Ameri­ 
can Revolution of 1776. This min­ 
ority is bent on shattering the 
social order of the United States 
by campaigns of lawlessness, by 
riots in the cities, by sit-ins on 
the campuses, and by bully-boy 
tactics of 
intimidation against 
officials of the law and the gov­ 
ernment. 
As Americans take pride in 
their nation on reaching a popu­ 
lation of 200 million, they must 
remember that the worth of a 
country’s heritage always has 
to be proved by the actions ofthe 
living.

Second Court Case 
Challenges Constitutionality Of 


Compulsory Union Shop 


WAMHIHGTON, D.C., - The 
court com filed In two 
challenging compulsory 
unionism as an aaooostttutkaal 
abridgement ofthe IndlvidBVs 
civil rights was greeted today 
by Reed Larson, Executive Vice 
PreaMeot of the National Right 
to Work Committee, as "a sig­ 
nificant move toward outlawing 
compulsory 
unionism in the 
United States.” 
The case, Larson said, was 
filed last Thursday in the UJB. 
District Court lor the Northern 
District of Oklahoma by twenty- 
two rank-and -file 
employees 
of McDonnell Douglas Corpor­ 
ation and agency fee members 
of International union United Au­ 
tomobile, Aerospace and Agricul­ 
tural Implement Workers 
of 
America. 
"The suit,” Larson said, “ fol­ 
lows a similar case initiated In 
California last September in 
which 29 rank-and filers sued the 
McDonnell Douglas Corporation 
and International Association of 
Machinists and Aerospace Work­ 
ers (1AM). The present action 
underscores a growing 
trend 
throughout the country. The aver­ 
age rank and filer increasingly 
recognises compulsory unionism 
for what It is; and he iswilllngto 
go on record and to court to op- 
poee it.” 
The twenty • two plaintiffs are 
led by E. R. Reid, of TUlsa, 
Oklahoma, an agency fee mem­ 
ber of UAW Local 1093 at Me- 
Donnell Douglas Aircraft Tulsa 
plant. Mr. Reid is a longtime 
advocate of voluntary unionsim, 
having served on the Board of 
Directors ot the National Right 
To Work Committee for three 
years.

This injects fed­ 
eral compulsion into the political

The Associated Press brought 
us the good news that a few guinea 
hens had appeared briefly in an 
opera. An East German company, 
trying to establish authenticity in 
a rural 
scene, had borrowed 
some guinea fowl from the Dres­ 
den zoo. and when the music 
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began the “fowl chorus drowned 
out and disrupted the orches­ 
tra." For the second perform­ 
ance, the AP goes on clucking 
hens were brought on for replace­ 
ments. 
The great lesson to be had from 
this is truly a simple one and 
basic. Nobody ever came to me 
to Inquire if the common, barn­ 
yard guinea hen has 
operatic 
qualities, and yet I dare say on 
the day in question I wasn’t doing 
much and would have been gener­ 
ously available. I have ottered 
before to be an advisory authority 
about matters of this kind, and 
the fine people who stage various 
dramatic spectacles continue to 
ignore my suggestion. 
I know nothing whatever about 
presenting an opera and am will- 
tng to say so, but people who 
stage operas and plays will never 
admit that they know nothing about 
forming. Yet the price ofapostal 
card would have brought to the 
opera management my quick and 
willing opinion as to the operatic 
ability of the guinea hen. The zoo 
would have been spared a fuss, 
and the performance would have 
been notable 
from the 
first 
squeak of a tuning violin. 
Why Is this? 
Much modern dramatization 
suffers from this same reluc­ 
tance to consult 
me. I men­ 
tioned, once, seeing the man In 
"Heidi" splitting great logs of 
Alpine firewood with a Show L 
Neally double-bitted chopping ax. 
He could never split a long that 
way, and after one good swing 
he'd spend a day getting the blade 
out. Yet the music was superb. I 
saw a lifelong woodsman depicted 
In a canoe recently, and his hand­ 


ling of the paddle was ridiculous. 
I remember a Daniel Webster 
whose oratory was magnificent, 
but when he came to pitch hay ina 
New Hampshire field he was a 
dud. So, I offer my servicesras 
an agricultural adviser to the per­ 
forming arts, and I 
think the 
boys would be wise to snap me 
up. I wish they’d asked me about 
guinea hens. 
I remember years ago Chaun- 
cey Littlehale tried to sell my 
grandfather a setting of guinea 
eggs. In those days everybody 
was always trying to sell any­ 
body anything, because that’s how 
they got along, and stranger of­ 
fers than this came up from time 
to time. My grandfather said. 
"No, I had guinea hens once.” 
I 
didn’t learn from that, and 
long afterward I got myself some 
guinea hens and then I learned. 
Once is a great plenty. I had my 
perceptions 
broadened, 
and 
amongst our closer neighbors 
we were In disrepute. 
A guinea hen is a little dumpy, 
though lacy in complexion. She is 
sneaky and skulks a lot. She pops 
up from behind things when you 
don't expect her. She can fly like 
a pigeon, and the commodious 
wire pen where Wyandottes and 
Brham&s will forage in content­ 
ment is not for her. She likes to 
sit up on the ridgepole ot the barn 
and comment on things. This 
brings us to her voice, which is 
not operatic,

The 16 Polish leaders were ad­ 
vised on March 29 that Zhukov 
had to visit his headquarters at 
the advanced Soviet positions, 
and were requested to fly to his 
headquarters. 
It was only after the Soviet 
plane took off that the Polish 
leaders realized that they were 
heading for Moscow. They were 
told not to be concerned because 
Zhukov's plans had been changed 
at the last moment and he was 
in Moscow. Upon arrival at Mos­ 
cow, the delegation of 16 Polish 
underground leaders, including 
Stypulkowski, 
were received 
very warmly and with top hon­ 
ors at a ceremony at the air­ 
port. At the gates of Lubianka 
prison they were 
imprisoned 
and charged with three crimes: 
obstructing Soviet efforts dur­ 
ing the war; being German spies; 
and acting as agents for British 
and American intelligence. 
They were exposed to unending 
cross • examination in Lubianka I 
prison, which Stypulkowski de­ 
scribes as Russia's "laboratory 
of psychological brainwashing." 
Stypulkowski is in the United 
States calling attention to the 
meaning of these same tech­ 
niques in relation 
to develop­ 
ments in the international arena. 
Stypulkowski was released by 
the Soviets in August 1945, after | 
surviving an ordeal of 141 inten 
sive interrogations. His release 
came after parliaments through­ 
out the world demanded to know 
what had happened to the 16 Po­ 
lish underground leaders. The 
organizing session of the United 
Nations being held in San Fran 
cisco in 1945 was suddenly dis 
rupted when representatives of 
the Polish Government in Exile 
demanded to know what had hap­ 
pened to Stypulkowski and his 
compatriots. 
President Roosevelt person 
ally intervened in behalf of the 
Polish 
leaders. It was only 
after this type of world indigna­ 
tion that 
the Soviets released 
Stypulkowski and some of his 
compatriots. 
Stypulkowski believes that the

Soviets 
and China in relation­ 
ship to the entire Far 
East.

Looking back over the years since FDR, we 
figure American taxpayers have been a long- 
suffering, patient lot. 
As tax has been piled on 
tax, the revenue agents of government have col­ 
lected (or extracted) the soaring levies from mil­ 
lions of conscientious citizens. In fact, the tax 
collecting system has worked amazingly well— 
mainly on account of the voluntary cooperation 
of the people. 
But signs are growing that a lim it has been 
reached. 
There is more talk of a tax revolt. At 
the state level, property taxpayers are rebelling, 
and at the national level, the President’s pro­ 
posed income tax hike has brought a storm of 
protesting mail on the heads of congressmen. 
Typical of the situation at the local level is the 
action of Oregon farm ers who are demanding tax 
relief and are withholding payment of property 
taxes. Another indication of the taxpayer mood is 
the defeat of over 275 bond issues over the coun­ 
try during the recent year. Department of Com­ 
merce figures show that taxes now take 28 cents 
out of each dollar of output (and we have been ad­ 
vised this tax estim ate is really closer to 40 
cents out of each dollar). 
Until now taxes have been something like the 
weather. 
You could talk about them but be­ 
lieved that you couldn’t do anything about them. 
We still can’t do much about the weather, but 
taxes are a horse of another color. 
The thing to rem em ber is that when govern­ 
ment spends excessively, we must pay, either 
in higher taxes or in inflation and a depreciated 
dollar.

Rockeleller announced that he was setting up a 
study group to help New ¥ork_State prepare for 
the effects that an end to the Vietnam war would 
produce.

NO FUNDS FOR B I-blA lL 
Since lawyers in St. Louis have been busily 
engaged in disrupting outstate Missouri through 
continuous appeals on Congressional reappor­ 
tionment, we trust some lawyer in rural Mis­ 
souri will soon test the constitutionality of state 
appropriations for urban transportation systems. 
Governor Hearnes has included in the proposed 
state budget for next year, to be considered by the 
special legislative session that convenes next 
week, an item for the Bi-State Transit System, 
which operates the municipal transportation net­ 
work in the St. Louis area. 
Not only do we not agree with Governor Hearnes’ 
submission of $300,000 for the St. Louis system, 
we believe it should be stricken from the budget 
and, that falling, should be tested in the courts. 
What right does the State of Missouri have 
to subsidize a municipal bus system in any city? 
Why should the taxpayers of Southeast Missouri 
have their tax funds diverted to support a bus sys­ 
tem that loses large sums of money and is con­ 
cerned only with metropolitan transit? 
Since when does the state government in Jeffer­ 
son City dole out hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to subsidize any purely municipal function? 
The last General Assembly appropriated $150,- 
000, to combine with $300,000 in federal funds, 
to conduct a study of the financially-plagued St. 
Louis transit system. 
The state made the ap­ 
propriation when city officials claimed they 
lacked the funds to match the federal money. In 
our opinion, this was a wrong step, and we warned 
at the time it was being considered that one ap­ 
propriation from the state would soon call for oth­ 
er requests from the metropolitan areas for 
strictly municipal functions. We take absolutely 
no joy in observing that our prediction was cor­ 
rect. 
Governor Hearnes may have been motivated 
by only the best of intentions when he agreed to 
ask the 1968 special session for $200,000 in 
state money to subsidize Bi-State. 
We don’t 
agree with his reqest, and we are hopeful legis­ 
lators attending the special session will do every­ 
thing possible to keep this item from being ap­ 
proved and paid for from the state’s general 
revenue fund. 
If the item is voted by the special session, then 
we intend to urge some energetic and forceful 
outstate lawyer to contest the appropriation in 
the courts. 
This has been the metropolitan way 
of disrupting the forthcoming Congressional cam ­ 
paign; we think it might be well for the cities to 
get a little taste of their own medicine.

How Much Reformation 
In Christians' Dialogue?

'HEART AMBASSADOR' 
STOPS TRAFFIC 


It is now 400 years since young Martin Luther stapled up 
his theological protest on the front door of the castle church 
in Wittenberg. Germany. Nothing happened, at least not 
right away. It was really an invitation to a debate (some 
debate)! 
Most of Luther’s 95 theses or points were in contention 
with the way Friar Tetzel was handling penitence and indul­ 
gences. Luther said he was all wrong, unbiblical and a victim 
of bad habits Anyway, Luther claimed that he expressed the 
true mind of the papacy against the sort of intramural prac­ 
tices that Tetzel was promoting. 
You would be hard pressed to find many Catholics today 
who would disagree with Martin Luther. Most of the ex­ 
cesses of the 16th-century church have been reformed, re­ 
fined or renovated 
Said Luther: 
“Christians should strive to follow Christ their head 
through pains, deaths and hells.” 
This surely is the central statement for all Christians in 
dialogue, although the tension mounts when you insist that 
the Pope is the infallible guide in faith and practice. 
The big question today is always this; In what way, by what 
kind of authority would Protestants honor the papacy? Never, 
say many 1 separated brethren.” They remember too well the 
other days when people like Lord Macaulay would state: 
“I am in the right and you are in the wrong. When you 
are stronger you ought to tolerate me, for it is your duty 
to tolerate truth. But when I am the stronger, I shall 
persecute you, for it is my duty to persecute error.” 
Robert McAfee Brown has taken a long hard look at that 
question in his book, “The Kcumenical Revolution.” He notes 
that this was a well-exercised notion for Calvin and Luther, as 
well as confident Catholics. Brown argues that neither Prot­ 
estants nor Catholics believe this any more. The revolution 
has indeed hit the Christian community. Brown traces this 
current reformation in this manner: 
“Pope John opened new doors for Roman Catholicism. 
The council kept those doors open. It remains to be seen 
how far the church will walk through them.” 
Better yet, how far will the Protestant community go in 
its dialogue with Rome? For Protestants, McAfee Brown’s 
volume will be a good guidebook for those who want to grasp 
the real issues. 
There are those who, of course, despair of this ecumenical 
dialogue. They see the rise of a massive superchurch, pyra­ 
miding an unwieldy bureaucracy of clerical functionaries 
who are out of touch with the essence of the Christian gospel. 
Said Father George J. H after of New Jersey (very active in 
the “underground” church): 
“The Catholic Church involves 500 million people, vast 
buildings and great wealth. Its major efforts must be devoted 
toward keeping itself together. The ecumenical movement 
seems to me to be an attempt in this direction. It would be a 
pat solution to organize all Christians in one great structure.”

anti-freeze, watch how gingerly 
he taixle* the radiator ra p .Your 
car is nut bolling over, twit the 
man still handles the cap aa lf 
steam were about to pup out all 
over him. 
He's right. It Just might happen 
when he opens the cap. This is be­ 
cause your car ha* a pressurized 
coding s>stem, employing the 
same principle as that used by 
your pressure cooker. 
Under pressure, water 
will 
reach a higher tem perature be­ 
fore It comes to a boll. 
When 
the 
pressure 
suddenly 
is re­ 
leased and returns 
to atmos­ 
pheric pressure, hot water (above

Immediately 
turns to steam. 
In your engine, as in your kitch­ 
en, pressure cooking (or cooling) 
Increases efficiency. Modem en­ 
gines are designed to run best at 
tem peratures so high that water 
or ant I-free re can reach or pass 
the bolling point.

pressure system today, instead 
of boiling at 212 degrees, wa. 
tar will reach 245 degrees be­ 
fore it bolls. 
It takes good, tight cooling sys­ 
tem parts to keep antifreeze 
where It belongs underpressure.

When 
the 
“ Census 
Clock” 
reached 
a count of 200 million 
ta recent days, 
Americans un­ 
derstandably 
took pride in the 
growth, size and wealth of their 
nation. In population and te rri­ 
tory, the United States exceeds 
the wildest dreams 
of any of 
Its Founding Fathers. 
But there Is 
a 
danger ta a 
people thinking 
about 
their 
country 
simply 
ta 
quantita­ 
tive 
term s. It is marvelous, of 
course, that 
this once 
almost 
empty continent has become the 
home 
for so many people. No­ 
where 
else 
on earth are there 
so many material rewards and so 
many opportunities for person­ 
al development. 
Nevertheless, 
Americans 
have to be concerned about the 
qualitative aspects of the repub- • 
lie In the final third of the 20th 
century. They owe 
a 
duty to 
their forebears ajid to their de­ 
scendants to ask about the qual­ 
ity of patriotism and the strength 
of constitutional government ta 
this land. The American heritage 
‘Is not simply one of living space 
and material wealth. It is a spir­ 
itual heritage -the heritage of In­ 
dividual freedom. 
And to many 
thoughtful citizens there seems 
reason to be troubled about the 
state 
of 
this 
heritage ta our 
tim es. 
Certainly, patriotism is alive; 
It Is vividly alive in the young 
Americans who fight so bravely 
ta Vietnam, even when the polit­ 
ical leadership at home is gross­ 
ly inadequate ta spelling out the 
reasons for the conflict. But some 
of our Institutions and part of our 
way of life are lndifficultythese 
days. 
The Founding Fathers created 
this republic as a bul wark against 
all forms of tyranny. In their 
time, they saw the tyrant at work 
through the agency of the British 
Crown. 
But threats to liberty 
also have 
their 
contemporary 
manifestations. 
Today, for example, we have 
the evil of Big Government - a 
mammoth bureaucracy that in­ 
hibits 
the 
Individual’s exer 
cise of personal freedom and eats 
his substance through oppressive 
taxation designed to reward one 
segment of the population by rob­ 
bing another. 
Tile 
Founding Fathers could 
not have 
envisioned the emer­ 
gence of Big Unionism — a vir­ 
tual state within a state ttiat often 
opeiates as though it were not 
answerable to the law or to the 
legitimate demands of the public. 


Today, American freedom Is re­ 
stricted by the bold maneuvers 
of Big Unionism, 
which — like 
some robber barons of old — at* 
tempts to stop transportation af 
people and goods. 
Americans have not 
thought 
deeply enough about how their 
rights have been eroded ta the 
last 30-odd years by the govern­ 
ment that Is supposed to protect 
them. 
In the early days (rf this coun­ 
try, the right to work was unim­ 
paired. A man could take any Job 
for which he was qualified. He 
did 
not 
tiave to seek the per­ 
mission of any 
organization or 
group. Today we find a vastly 
different situation. 
In less than 
half 
the states is the right to 
work guaranteed by law. In the 
•other stats, a citizen Is 
not 
wholly free to get a Job. 
The 
union 
power 
structure 
in af­ 
fect “ owns” the Jobs ta many 
Industries and lines of business. 
An employer is not free to se­ 
lect his employes; he must ad­ 
here to conditions laid (town by 
the union bosses. This situation 
Is one of the biggest threats to 
freedom in America today. 
The United States a1 so has with­ 
in Its 
midst a small minority 
that seeks to promote a new kind 
of revolution that has nothing to 
do with the conservative Ameri­ 
can Revolution of 17T6. This min­ 
ority is bent on shattering 
the 
social order of the United States 
by campaigns of law lessness, by 
riots In the cities, by sit-ins on 
the campuses, and by bully-boy 
tactics of 
Intimidation against 
officials of the law and the gov­ 
ernment. 
As 
Americans take pride ta 
their nation on reaching a popu­ 
lation of 200 million, they must 
remember that the worth of a 
country’s 
heritage always has 
to be proved by the actions ofthe 
living. This 
nation cannot live 
off the brave deeds of 
men In 
earlier tim es. Citizens of today 
have to stand up and be counted 
against 
the 
forces of bureau­ 
cracy, labor totalitarianism and 
anarchism 
that 
would wreck 
the experiment In freedom by 
action from within the republic. 
lf citizens of 
today uphold the 
qualitative aspects of the nation­ 
al life 
they need have no fear 
about the material success or se­ 
curity of the country, ta 
the

On March 28, 1945, when it ap­ 
peared the Soviet Army would 
occupy Poland, 16 Polish under­ 
ground leaders were Invited by 
Marshal Zhukov, Supreme Com- 
,lander of Soviet Furcesln Po­ 
land, to begin negtolatlons with 
the Soviets 
about future rela­ 
tions between the USSR and Po­ 
land. 
Zbigniew Stypulkowskl was a 
member at the 
Polish under­ 
ground movement In Warsaw at 
that time and helped organize 
resistance to Nazi 
occupation 
forces. 
Mr. Stypulkowskl and his col­ 
leagues contacted the 
Polish 
Government In Exile In London 
for 
Instructions. The 
Palish 
Government In Exile contacted 
the United 9Utes and 
British 
Governments and was told not 
to reject this "generous ges­ 
ture by Stalin because ll might 
be the last chance for survival 
of the Polish nation.” 
Under this 
nressure, the Po­ 
lish underground in Warsaw ac­ 
cepted 
Zhukov's 
invitation but 
not 
without 
suspicion. They 
agreed that 
rejection of 
the 
Soviet’s overtures wotod have 
given Stalin an excellent excuse 
tor erasing Poland from the map 
and saying that the Poles did not 
want to negotiate after the war. 
Part of the arrangement for ne­ 
gotiations with the Soviet Unlock 
was that Zhukov would provide 
the Polish underground an air­ 
plane In which the Poles would be 
flown 
to London for 
more 
thorough 
consultation with the 
Polish Government 
In 
Exile. 
However, the 
agreement 
was 
that the 16 members must first 
come to dinner with Zhukov to 
demonstrate to the tense Polish 
population tint there was cooper­ 
ation between the Soviets and the 
Pullsh. In the closing days of 
the war, the Polish population was 
tremendously 
uneasy about the 
presence af Soviet troops In Po­ 
land, and the communists were 
most 
anxious 
to establish an 
Image, no matter how fraudulent, 
of friendly relations. 
The 16 Palish leaders were ad­ 
vised wk March 29 that Zhukov 
(Md to visit his headquarters at 
the advanced Soviet 
positions, 
and were requested to fly tc his 
headquarters. 
It was only after the Soviet 
plane took off that the 
Polish 
leaders realized that they were 
heading for Moscow. They were 
told not to be concerned because 
Zhukov's plans had been changed 
at the last moment and he was 
In Moscow. Upon arrival at Mos­ 
cow, the delegation at 16 Polish 
underground leaders, Including 
Stypulkowskl, 
were 
received 
very 
warmly and with top hon­ 
ors at a ceremony at the air­ 
port. At the gates of Lubianka 
prison they were 
Imprisoned 
and charged with three crimes; 
obstructing Soviet efforts dur­ 
ing the war; being German spies; 
and acting as agents for British 
and American intelligence. 
They were exposed to unending 
cross • examination in Lubianka 
prison, which Stypulk»>wski de­ 
scribes as Russia's "laboratory 
of psychological brainwashing.” 
Stypulkowskl is 
in the United 
Siates calling attention to the 
meaning of these same tech­ 
niques in relation 
to develop­ 
ments in the International arena. 
Stypulkowskl was released by 
the Soviets in August 1945,after 
surviving an ordeal of 141 Inten­ 
sive interrogations. His release 
carne after parliaments through­ 
out the world demanded to know 
what had happened to the 16 Po­ 
lish underground leaders. Tile 
organizing session of the United 
Nations being held In San Fran­ 
cisco in 1945 was suddenly dis­ 
rupted when representatives of 
toe Pullsh Government In Exile 
demanded to know what had hap­ 
pened 
to Stypulkowskl and his 
compatriots. 
President 
Roosevelt person­ 
ally Intervened In behalf at the 
Palish 
leaders. It 
was only 
after this type of world Indigna­ 
tion that 
the Soviets released 
StyjHilkowski 
and 
some of his 
compatriots. 
Stypulkowskl believes that the 
gree 
world 
must 
understand 
Soviet 
psychological 
warfare 
techniques 
in order 
to eval­ 
uate properly the attitudes of the 
Soviets 
and China In relation- 
ship to the entire Far 
East. 
(Mr. Stypulkowskl gives furth­ 
er details at the soviet treachery 
In the following statement.) 
"This observance cf the 20th 
anniversary of my illegal arrest 
by Soviet authorities is not an 
observance of 
an anniversary 
of my personal experience. 
"It Is 
an observance of a 
much greater and 
deeper dis­ 
closure 
to the Western World 
of the depth of international and 
political Immorality to which the 
Soviets may reach to accomplish 
their purposes. Sixteen under­ 
ground leaders of the 
Polish 
State, after having 
success 


fully led the 
nation on behalf 
of the Mites during World War 
II, were taken by force and the 
duplicity of 
a 
dishonored as­ 
surance of safe conduct by the 
Soviets, and 
sent 
to 
Moscow 
to stand trial. 
"Trial for what? 
Trial for 
crimes against the Soviet Union. 
What crimes? The crime of not 
surrendering their nation to Rus­ 
sia. This monstrous violation 
of the Integrity of a nation's 
right 
to survive 
Is 
what we 
witnessed 20 years ago. 
This 
knowledge has been ours now for 
this period of time. Let us not 
forget this ie'-si 
— so that the 
lesson 
may not be 
repeated 
at your expense next time. 
"We are ooserving 
also the 
pitiful 
fate of many of my col­ 
leagues who were taken with me 
to Moscow. 
"The 
Western World stood 
aghast at this obvious attempt 
to liquidate these 16 leaders by 
means of legal procedure. 
"In deference to world opinion, 
the 
Soviets 
magnanimously 
meted 
out 
sentences ranging 
from a few months to IO years. 
The result? Some died In pri­ 
son while others, when they re­ 
turned to Poland, were Impri­ 
soned again — quietly this time— 
and the 
world 
hears at them 
no more. 
"Soviet mission accomplish­ 
ed? Yes. Western 
World con­ 
science sat Isl fed? Yes. 
"Is 
there 
something to be 
learned here by nations who still 
preserve their 
national 
Inte­ 
grity? I say yes. 
"At 
this time I wish to note 
that 
Lubianka prison, where I 
was Incarcerated and subjected 
to 141 interrogations day and night 
without breaking down and con­ 
fessing, Is the supreme labora­ 


tory of 8ovlet brainwashing tech­ 
niques. 
Being Ate only one whc 
did not confess makes me, I sup­ 
pose, somewhat of an expert in 
this field. At least a kind of vic­ 
tim expert, 
"As a 
matter of tect, I have 
written a book upon these exper­ 
iences hoping to make a small 
contribution to the world— deep­ 
er and broader awareness of com­ 
munist brainwashing techniques 
- techniques transferred from 
application to the 
Individual to 
application to whole nations and 
people. While Lubianka Is the 
laboratory, the world Is the field 
of application for this ghastly 
sciences. 
"Whether It Is Russian com­ 
munism or Chinese communism 
is 
trrevelant. The technique Is 
toe same and Its purpose Is but 
one: 'Weaken and 
destroy the 
will to resist.' 
"We see this today In Vietnam. 
All moves have been learned In 
Lubianka. Exert pressure; make 
demands that are excessive; Inti­ 
midate; cajole; extend the hand 
of 
friendship and cooperation; 
make the subject weary of this 
continual resistance; show him 
how he can end this struggle, 
reexert demands; Induce In him 
a belief that 
continued resis­ 
tance Is tmpratical, too costly, 
and senseless. Give him to un* 
der st and that there is no fore­ 
seeable 
end tv the 
struggle; 
the Alture brings nothing but ef­ 
fort, and effort, and effort and 
ceaseless 
effort; one has done 
all that one can; 
one now de­ 
serves that 
rest one has been 
promised lf only ane gives In. 
Does this sound temillar? 
"This Is 
what 
I have per­ 
sonally experienced InLublanka, 
and this Is precisely what you are 
experiencing ss a nation In Viet­ 


nam. 
"My being here -alive and not 
broken down — is 
living proof 
that It 
is possible to resist 
communist psychol oglcal brain­ 
washing, and win. To success­ 
fully resist, an individual, like 
a nation, must have something 
within him which he loves very 
much and will not 
surrender. 
It may be 
his 
ser.se of per­ 
sonal honor and 
Integrity. It 
may be his love 
of country. 
It may be his religious beliefs. 
But whatever It Is, It must be 
a positive value without which 
to him life Is nothing. 
"It 
must be 
stronger than 
toe fanaticism and 
hatred pos­ 
sessed by the enemy. Once the 
enemy realizes this tect, he is 
the one who becomes weaker In 
his determination. 
Moral cour­ 
age has 
shifted the balance In 
tevor of the resister. Ntw the 
enemy, feeling 
this 
relative 
weakness of his own, begins to 
concentrate on ways to develop 
compromises with his Intended 
victim.

Is 
good for 
our Wes­ 
tern 
World to remind 
Itself 
from time to time of these basic 
lessons 
learned 
from the ex­ 
periences of these Polish lead- 
ors.”

tioned, once, seeing the man In

Ha could never split a long that 
way, and after one good swing 
he'd spend a day getting th# blade 
out. Yet the music was superb. I 
saw a lifelong woodsman depicted 
In a canoe recently, and his hand­ 


ling of the paddle was ridiculous. 
I remember a Daniel Webster 
whose oratory was magnificent, 
but when he came to pitch hay Ina 
New Hampshire field he was a 
dud. So, I offer my servicer as 
an agricultural a d v is e r to the per­ 
forming arts, and I 
think the 
boys would be wise to snap me 
up. I wish they'd asked me about 
guinea hens. 
I remember years ago Chaun­ 
cey Llttlehale tried to sell my 
grandfather a setting of guinea 
eggs* In those days everybody 
was always trying to sell any­ 
body anything, because that's how 
they got along, and stranger of­ 
fers than this came up from time 
to time. 
My grandfather said. 
"No, I had guinea hens once.”

didn’t learn from that, and 
long afterward I got myself some 
guinea hens and then I learned.

A guinea hen Is s little dumpy, 
though lacy In complexion. She is 
sneaky and skulks a lot. She pops 
up from behind things when you 
don’t expect her. She can flylike 
a pigeon, and the commodious 
wire pen where Wyandotte* and 
Brhamas will forage In content­ 
ment Is not for her. Abe likes to 
sit up on the ridgepole of toe bara 
and comment 
on things. Tills 
brings us to her voice, which Is 
not operatic, 
Soprano, but not 
operatic.
